-Lo’ No barracks installations of Soviet or Polish mits were located in Pahianice 
— (@- 52/0 82) up to January 1951, An MO (militia) force, not quarterod in barvacks, 
was located in the city, It was commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Wlasnoski, (fnu), 
who was arrested, together with about 70 police officials and civilians, for his 
* anti-Communist attitude jin Novewber 1950, the MO office was located in a five-story 
building, about 50-meters long, on Garnzarska Street. The MO members were 20 to 
25 years old. They were considerad exempt. from active military duty and wore blue 
uniforms “ith long blue trousers and round caps mounting eagle emblems, They were 
equipped with Soviet~-type ¢arbines, submachine guns with drum mavazinesy and 
. Submachine guns with long stocks. the MO enpared in streot patrols, traffic control 
duty srucer illa-fighting, and political surveillance of the civic population. 
Occasionally, they were observed drilling on Schuetzen Square. 


2. The UR (security police) office was Ldécated on Gdanska Stroct and vas staffed with 
25X1X an estimated 100 men, Tt was headed by one Herschel, (fm). 
some of ‘the UB personnel wore the usual grayishreen army uniforms with fours 
cornered caps, and others civilian clothes, .

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50 Polish infantry, artillery, engineer, and air force units were located in and 
around Lods, No Polish units were located in the city, nor were Soviet units 
observed, Infantrymen wearin geayishegreen uniforms, round cans with golden 
eagle emblems, and white~bordered epaulets wore observed on the stzaots. They 
had long trousers with puttees, The artillerymen had red-bordered apaulcts and 
wore boots without spurs with long trousers, Lhe Polish Air Force porsoniel wore 
bluish-gray uniforms with opon collars g gray shirts with tlack ties. lene trousers. 
with laced shoes, and round saps with silver eagle enblens.
